During the last two periods shown above, 
Mr. Sims made up the budget estimates for 
the Joint Budget Committee, appeared be- 
fore that Committee, recommended, ex- 
plained and "justified" all items that were 
allocated for the expense of state govern- 
ment. It was due largely to his efforts 
that the desires of the so-called Economy 
Bloc in the last session of the Legislature 
were overridden.
